In view of the recommendation in the report of the 
Missouri Association for Criminal Justice that the 
Judges of our State courts be authorized to “advise” 
and give “assistance” to juries by commentary on the 
evidence in criminal cases, as is done in the Federal 
courts, it is pertinent to inguire how this power came 
‘into the hands of the Federal judiciary. 
| In all but eight of our’States such comment is for- 
‘bidden as destructive of the essence of trial by a free 
'and uninfiuenced jury. 
| Going back to 1794, John Jay, the first Chief 
‘Justice, presiding in a jury trial in the Supreme 


It may not be amiss here, gentlemen. to remina 
you of the good old rule that in questions of fact, 
it is the province of the jury, in questions of law, 
the province of the Judge, to decide. But it must 
be observed that by the same law which recog- 
nizes this reasonable distribution of jurisdiction, 
you have nevertheless a right to take upon your- 
selves to judge of both, and to determine the law 
as well as the facts in controversy. On this and on 
any other occasion, however, we have no doubt 
you will pay that respect which is due to the 
opinion of the court; for, as, on the one hand, it 
is presumed that juries are the best judges of the 
facts, it is, on the other hand, presumable that 
the courts are the best judges of the law. But 
still both objects are within your power of 

._ decision. * * * 

Go, then, gentlemen, from the bar, without any 
impressions of favor or prejudice for one party 
or the other; weigh well the merits of the case, 
and do on this as you ought to do on every occa- 
sion, equal and impartial justice.

instruct them on the law and to advise 
them on the facts, and (except cn ac- 
quittal of a criminal charge) to set aside 
their verdict if in his opinion it is against 
the law or the evidence.
